LAND OF NINEVEH, 


A FRAGMENT. 


AND there lived a king in the land of Nineveh, who ruled the country 
in peace, and he distributed his favours among his people, giving to one great 
authority, and to others situations of emolument; but no man was oppressed 
thereby, for he gave but his own, and what the laws of the land permitted.

And these husbandmen had many servants, who were employed in tiling 
the land; and the servants said unto one another, +< Whence cometh this ?

Secondly, Or to make a Law, That whatever Dariage 6r LoG the 
Engliſh ſhall ſuſtain by means or procurement of the Jews in Mgter or 
elſewhere, it ſhall be required and made good to the Looſers out of the 
ow, of the Jews here in Fng/end.

Firſt, Becauſe ſuch a Law may fave a great Expence of Treaſure, and 
alſo Chriſtian Blood, which this Nation hath fadly felt, a 
Effe& that Peace and Tranquility to the $»zliſb Traders which hitherto 
Force hath nag done. 


Secondly , Becauſe the Jews have here the full Exerciſe of their Falſe 
and pernicious Religion and Worſhip, whilſt thouſands of poor Proteſtant 
Chriitians differing in no point from the DoQtrine of the Church of England, 
are daily haraſed and undone, to the great joy and Laughter of the Jews , ſee- 
;ng Chriſtiaps thus tear and moleſt one another, whilſt themſelves are pro- 
jetting todeſtroy usall abroad, and eating up the Trade of our Engliſh Mer- 
chants at home. 


Thirdly, The Charity of this Nation may be Imployed on other Good 
Occaſions, which is now ColleQtcd for the Redemption of CAPTIVES, for 
that it is rather an Incouragement*tothoſs JEWS of Alpier Vigoroully to 

in their Rapines and Robberies, when they ſhall ſee the Chazity of 
a whole Nation made 1ſe of to raiſe Money for the ſatisfying their Inhumane 
ExaQtions on poor Chriſtians, and may be eaſily ſuppoſed rather to raiſe the 
Price of their Redemption, then to Leflen it. 


Fourthly , It is but F#us gentium when a Nation ſuffers by one ſort of Peo- 
ple, That Reparation and SarisfaCtion be required of any others of that ſort 
of People wherever they may be found inour Power , for on this Principle 
onely 15 grounded all Letters of Mart and Reprifal granted by Kings and 
States. Moreover, its verily believed, That the JEWS inall places are 
in a Combination and Society whereby they have Influence on the Proceed- 
ings of all JEWS in what place ſoever , and ſhares in their Profit and LoG: 


Fifthly, The very Terror of ſuch a Law would Ingage -thoſe Jews 
in other more Honeſt Courles than this of Inriching themſelves by the 
Ruine and Deſtruction of poor Chriſtians, 


S:xthly , If this or ſome other Courſe be not Effefually taken; thoſe 
Jews of Mzier will by their Robberies and Spoil ſo Inrich themſelves, 
as to be ablc to ſet forth ſuch Fleets as ſhall Match or Cope with any 
of our Kings of Chriſtendom ; witneſs , their great and Unparalel'd Bold- 
neſs of daring to come not onely on our Coaſt, but even into our very 
Channels, to the Ignominy of our Nation , and in Deſpite and contempr 
of His Majeſty, who is undoubtedly Soveraign of the Narrow Seas, 


Seventhly, By theſe means other Princes and States may by our Ex- 
ample take the ſame Meaſures, and make the ſame Law, whereby much 
Treaſure may be faved, which is very often ſpent in maintaining Fleets 
in-the AZediteranean Seas z witneſs, that of His Majeity of Great Brittain, 


Eizhthly, Tt is more than probable that by this means His Majeſty may 
more peaceably Injoy his Right in 7argzer, which hath been ſo Expenſive 
tohim; for that that War is undoubtedl penmonde and Abetted by the 
Jews of Algier, who by their Purſe affiſt that Barbarous King both with 
Men, Money, and Amunition; and will be able on all Occaſions ſtill to 
do the ſame, if ſome effeQual Courſe be not taken to prevent it.

' INeceſlaries, but in as much Faſhionable Ceremony as could come from any well bred 
Man. "After: ſome time of Diſcourſe the King mounted his Horſe and at the head of 4 

his Guards drew towards.a Plain, to give us the opportanity to obſerve their Exec- 
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- Giſe and Horſe-man-ſhip; which as it was very different to, what I have ſeen in other Ser- 
.* Yices, fo the only form I can expreſs it- by, is that of Priſon baſe 'on Horſe back, I 
have ſeen in France ; they dividing themſelves into two Bodies Skirmiſh and Charge by 
Wy Sallies from each [6 and after firing in full ſpeed they made "their Wheel, bur in fo 
much confuſion, that not'a word of Command can be diſtinguiſhe, not ſo much as the 
Kings Perſon, who wagin the;midft of all this rumulcuous way of Fighting without the 
leaſt Art of Order, which-makes me conclude, they are the eaſieſt People Conquered 1 
ever ſaw. Our Ranged Armies keeping their Squadrons firm,and relieving their Charge 
with looſe Parties, after their own manner, muſt take their. ground from them; and Þ + 
conſequently, be Maſters of .the Field ; but however they. are a- very Vigorous and 
Valiant: Enemy, their Diſcipline. proportionable*to the conttſed and difficulr paſſages 
of this Country, obſerving their Ambuſcades with the greateſt cunning and patience ' 
Imaginable 3; But what I find here moſt exceeding other Nations is their chief breed of 
+ Horſes which for ſhape: and ſpeed are certainly the muſt Nable and Rareſt Kind in 
the World, their Horſes Habits and Furniture, on Feſtival daies, make up a figure oi 
extzagrdinary:State; and ſhew their Emulating one another in Equipage of that Nature ; 
th they are plain and poor in every thing elſe, yet the Trappings of their Bridles 
'y are rich and fine to an incredible degree.: The King at his return 
Hong pave-us the liberty to ſee ſome of his Horſes, and the apartment of ſome of his 
Lyons,” he keeps as Priſoners of War ; bur though we paſſed the Out-Courts of his 
Pallace, :Yet-were-not permitted to ſee the inward Lodgings, each Room being a ſe. 
eral Cabinet to.lock_ up the Kings Treaſure of Women, wha were almoſt an Army 
of Ladies under cruel. confinement ,;and bare ſubliltance of one Mans allowance. 
This inſatiable Monarch ſuffers no Court to be made on the Queens ſide, but with the 
Majeſty and Jealouſie of a Game :Cock ſtruts. in his own Walls, and keeps all but 
Capons or Eunuchs from his Flock of Miftreſles ; and here-if I may be bald with the 
Charadter of an Infidel Prince, he excells all Mankind-in Barbarous and Bloody Adti- 
ons ; Maſſacre and Murder, being bis Royal Game and Divertiſement,which that i may 
not cloy his Majeſty in one kind, he invents. every day a new paſtime of Cruelty. 
The day before our Arrival he threw ſeveral Moors to his Lyons, taking great delight 
to ſee thoſe Lawleſs Princes Publick Executioners of Criminals. All that are Sentenc*d i 
by the Law:to die, are brought to receive their Doom from his Majeſties Sword, or | 
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Launce, which Office is not ſufficient to ſarisfy his inclinations to Blood ; he deſtroys fe- 
yeral every day by fits of Rage and ill humors. This violent Nature in this mighty 
Sultan does notonly make his Common Slaves, but Chiefeſt Officersapproach him with 
reat Conſternation ; which though it would be great inhumanity any where elfe, yer 
.in ſome degree Neceſſary here. This Savage race of People is not to be dererred 
om Inſolencies and Crimes but by hourly and horrid examples of Puniſhment, and the 
Wheels of Government have their only motion from a conſtant and abſolute ſtream 
» Of Tyranny. As. Force of Arms is the only preſervation of their State, fo it is alone 
the means of attaining it : This King mounting his Throne, by ſtepping upon his Bro- 
thers.Childzen, and ſucceſſors. So that all young Princes of the Blood, not having the 
orce and AﬀeQtions of the Countrey at Command, are horn either to a Goal, or a 
Halcet; they.never failing to confine or ſtrapgle them, for the Security of him that 
Reigns. , One of the Kings Nephews, Muley-Hamet, eſcaping this deſtiny, has the 1n- 


tire Cotnmand of the Kingdom of Ss, the. whole. Country revolting to him ; and >n- 2 
nds: to ſhew- his Title ro . the whole Empixe.

The next day we were conducted through the ſtreets, to take a full view of Old-Fes : 


Vertue and Ingenuity of their Anceſtors. But as true Religion and Learning has deſer- 
ted this People, fo has all manner of Art to that degree, that by their neglect and lazi- 
neſs, they muſt in half another Age become a heap of Rubbiſh and Confuſion. Aﬀeer 
paſſing -the Morning in the ſtreets of the Town, the Governor did us the Honour 
to invite us to Dinner at his Houſe ; and receiving us with the Ceremony of his Guards 
in their Arms, and ſeated at his Gate, after the State and Manner of the Country, 
Complemented us with great Reſpect ang Kindneſs ; the inward Courts of his Houſe 
delighted us extreamly, the Canale and thaWater-works with rows of Orange-Trees, | 
not being much unequal to the beauty of the Kings Pallace ; our Cheer was extra- 
ordinary plentiful, and pleafant, after their manner, and ſerved by the Officers of his 
Guard with all manner of grandeur. When we entred the Houſe' we were extr 
delighted ; it being Furniſhed with Carpets and Hangings, after the richeſt Turky Fa- 
ſhion. The Governour and chief Magiftrate of the City, after waiting our Dinner 
time, ſate down to a Collation of their own ; our Table and Stools being both equal 
on the gronnd, and with brimmers of pure Element, we made a ſober concluſion of our 
entertainment ; we diverted our ſelves three:days at the place, and at our return to. 
Mequinez,, the King was pleaſed to ſend for us ; and after examining our opinion of 
Fez,, and our uſage there, he expreſſed himſelf extreamly ſatisfied with Col. Kirk ; tel 
ling him, that as he had advanced fo far into his Country, and put himſelf into his
